US House Cosponsor List for 
Amateur Radio Parity Act Grows 


The list of cosponsors for the US House version of 
the Amateur Radio Parity Act of 2015 (H.R. 1301) 
continues to grow. The addition of Rep Stevan 
Pearce, KG5KIQ (R-NM), and Rep Beto O'Rourke (D- 
TX) as cosponsors on February 1 raises the total to 
120 from both sides of the aisle. Pearce and 
O'Rourke are among four cosponsors to sign on to 
the bill since the start of the year. The other two are 
Reps Robert Brady (D-PA) and Marcy Kaptur (D-OH), 
who became cosponsors on January 12 and 13, 
respectively.
